Conceding that water is one of the 
great necessities of life and a powerful 
agent for good or Ill, a few moments’ 
attention to its constitution and quall- 
ties are worth while, : : 

Water is. a compound of two atoms 
of hydrogen with one atom of oxygen, 
indicated by. the formula 8,0. This 
is not_a mere mixture of gases, as in 
the care of air, but a definite chemical 
compound. 

Distilled water ts, of course, chemi: 
cally pure, but it is rather flat and 
unpalatable. it has beef claimed that
